I*ve copied only two pages for you. Both are from the same serial in this file, 

271. I interpret the claim to withhold a little over a itno on JSdministrative 
Page D* to indicate Idiat he had been a source or informant for the CIA. I*d believed 
that all along and see no special si^iificance in it. (Entire underlying record withheld.) 

Page 18 clearly refers to Sra. Idlia fiSido del^ixin and many other names from 
a number of marriages. Withholding it herexa silly when they’ve given me her 
intercepted love letters to him, etc. The pagew give you an idea of the of 
stuff that led to the suspicion he was a German sjy. 

They lived tofesthar for a while and travelled together from New York to Mexico 
by car, with federal agents doii^ a blac*: bag job on them at or near the border 
and getting nothing at all. 

The file indicates that a number of other offices have redords', like IS^ity, 

DC, NYC, Dsnvar, Houston, etc. but I do not believe it is worth the effort to 
seek any of them.
